T>EDERAL tax reform now. and not at some future ses- 
1? sion of Congress—this is what the country longs for 
and expects.

constructive co-operation by the Democratic leaders in! 
Congress with the leadeis of the dominant faction of the 
Republican paru. 
Will the Democratic leaders fight, or will they co- 


operate? Will they cut the Mellon program to pieces by 
flank attacks viitL'the aid of insurgent Republicans, or 
will they see and seize the real opportunity which exists 
to achieve a substantial measure of tax reduction and tax 
simplification ?.t this session of Congress? 


* Constructive co-operation by the Democrats does not 


mean that they must swallow the Mellon tax bill whole. 
The mellon proposals can be improved in many ways. 
For example'the Mellon tax bill is bad in its complexity. 
To the average taxpayer its detailed provision." are worse 
than Greek, and in its entirety it is not altogether com- 
urehensible even to experts. It can. in substantial meas- 
ure, be simplified. Upon this measure of simplification 
the Democrats should insist, and by so doing earn the t 
gratitude of a tax-bewildered nation. 


Again, the administration of the income tax can be 


improved by ways and means not mentioned in the Mellon; 
bill. 
Secret rulings should be barred, arbitrary assess-

repeated that what the country is demanding is tax re-' 
duction at this session of Congress, and there need be no 
doubt in anybody's mind where public censure will fall if 
the Democrat?, who by their aid could make" this possible, 
prefer to adopt a policy of unreasonable partisan obstruc- 
tion.

The statement that "farmers don't 
seem to appreciate each other any more'' is also open to 
question. We admit that the impression is general that, 
farmers don't visit each other as frequently as they once | 
did, but even this may be more apparent than real.

In the old days a visit to the nearest neighbor was 


more of an e\ent than it is today simply because there 
was far more physical effort involved and far more time 
required than there i? today. 
Happenings that were 


neighborhood events fifty years ago pass unnoticed today 
— but the same things, or their equivalents, still happen. 
The big Sunday dinners have gone and. for the sake of 
the farmers' wives, it is to be hoped they have gone for 
good. For the problem of help in the house is proportion- 
ately as pressing on the farm now as it is in the cities. 
1 
While it may be impossible to decide whether there 


is as much sociability in the country now as there was a 
generation ago. it will at least be generally agreed that 
the social diversions of tho country have greatly changed 
within the last thirty \ car's. We are all prone to pay 
homage to the pa-t. We grow eloquent in describing "the 
good old days" and nearly all of us profess to long for 
their "return. But they never do return and it is quite 
probable that the bchool children of today will all affirm 
in their declining years that ''young people today don't 
have the good times they did when we were young!''
